Plenty of Time Will Be Given 


Draited Men to Care tor 


Their Affair* 


Washington, June 23.—'Regulations 


(or drafting the new national army 
now awaiting President "Wilson's ap- 
proval contain provisions for 
every 


step in the great undertaking, except 
the actual method of the draft itself. 


Drafting in Washington. 


-No official announcement has been 


made and official confirmation is being 
withheld, but it has been stated and 
generally is accepted here as true 
that the federal government itself will 
do' the drafting, probably 
here 
in 


Washington, so there will be no op- 
portunity for local favorites, political 
or otherwise. 


As the regulation stands now, every 


registered man bears a number. The 
numbers will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington, and drawing will be entirely 
by number. The identity of the num- 
bered men will be unknown to those 
in charge of the draft machinery, and 
can be ascertained only by compar- 
ing a number with a printed list of 
the man's home district. 


As the numbers are drawn, they will 


be telegraphed to the home district 
where the registered men will learn 
if they have been drafted 


The 
question of exemption 
will 


come up and this will go before the 
local board. If a man is exempted the 
man bearing the number which was 
drawn next In order will take his 
place, and so on. 


In this way, all those available for 


service out of the ten million who 
registered will be made ready for the 
country's call and from them the first 
increment of 625,000 will be assem- 
bled.* . The others will be called as 
the needs develop as the war goes 
on. Meaty of time will be given for 
drafted men to arrange their personal 
affairs, and report to their canton- 
ments. 4t Is hoped to have all in 
training by Sept. 1, or soon there- 
after

Bologna, Italy, June 
23 —Alfredo 


Cocchi, the fugitive New York motor- 
cycle dealer, abandoned 
today his 


pretense of Innocence of the murder 
of Ruth Cruger and confessed his 
guilt 
Jealousy was his motive. 
He 


was unable, he declared, to win her 
love and became furious when she 
refused his persistent attentions. 


The admissions of the young Ital

lice failed to prevent, were made In 
tears, after 
searching interrogation 


by Judge Zucconi broke down xCoc 
ehl's reserve 
Prior to this examlna 


tion, Cocchi had coolly and insistent 
ly maintained

directed the clerk to read to Cocchl 
the written report of his confession. 
He Said It was correct and later sign- 
ed it. 


On the return to his cell, Cocchi 


said to attendants 


"At last I feel relieved 
I have 


freed myself from a nightmare which 
has tortured my conscience 
Now I 


have told eveiything, I am ready to 
suffer anything "

The urgency of tilling the ranks of 


the regular army is emphasized by 
army officers, who declare It will be 
necessary within the next sit months 
to take many of the regulars as in- 
structors for the new selective army. 
It is planned to incorporate them in 
the new regiments of the regular ar- 
my portions already established as 
trained units as a framework to in- 
sure rapid development

the country will have the assistance 
of the press, the state defense coun- 
cils, and patriotic societies in the ef- 
fort to bring TO.yflo men to the colors

PAINT TO DEADEN TORPEDOES 


8t Louis Inventor Claim* to Have 
Ptrfected Composition- Which Makes 


Submarines. H«rmlM*. 


St. Louis, Ma—A paint against 


which torpedoes fired by a submarine 
or other warships will not explode Is 
said to have been Invented by a St. 
Louis man, whose oaine Is withheld. 
This paint, the inventor claims, will 
make ships invulnerable to subma- 
rines. 


In a test on a nearby lake a mini- 


ature torpedo, a foot long, was tired 
forty times Into the preparation, it is 
said, and failed to explode. 


The preparation's composition Is a 


secret. 
When a soft-nosed torpedo 


strikes this coating, It is said to dead- 
en the chemicals In head of the tor- 
pedo. The chemicals In the bond of 
the torpedo send electric currents 
along wires in the center of-the tor- 
pedo, which Ignite the explosives In 
the rear. If the chemicals in the head 
are deadened the torpedo falls to ex- 
plode. 


The Inventor, through his attorneys 


will bring the plant to the attention of 
the navy department at Washington.

As the leased property con- 


sists of only a fractional 'part of each 
lot, It was not possible to describe It 
by giving the number, of the lot and 
the other descriptions are too vague.

It is established by the decisions of 


this court from Its organization that 
before there can be any valid tax 
against land there must be a descrip- 
tion sufficiently accurate and definite 
to enable the owner and others to 
Identify it. The descriptions as given 
in the assessment roll is to be used 
in all subsequent proceedings. There 
is no provision for changing the de- 
scription in order to correct It or make 
it more certain, and 
extrinsic evi- 


dence Is not admissible to show what 
Is meant by the description'. A suffi- 
cient description Is 
necessary, riot 


alone for the benefit of the owner. It 
becomes the basis of all further pro- 
ceedings and future titles. (16 N. D. 
123). .Land is not assessed unless It 
is described with sufficient accuracy 
for complete Identification. The rea- 
soning of Judge Cooley and the au- 
thorities cited by him are absolutely 
conclusive and show that there was 
no reason for taking this appeal. 


In a statutory action like this It is 


sheer folly for counsel to talk about 
rules ot equity. It te a case of strict 
law and not of equity. 
The statute 


gives the right of action and the form 
of the complaint. It avers that de- 
fendant claims some title or Interest 1 1 
In the land adverse to the plaintiff and 
challenges the defendant to set forth 
and establish his title or to abandon 
It. The defendant becomes the plain- 
tiff and tenders the issue and of course 
the other party must have a right to 
defend against the claim 
of 
title. 


When tho answer and evidence show 
that a claim is based on a void assess- 
ment, tax sale or tax deed, then it 
must be adjudged void as a matter j 
of law and there Is no equity or dis- 
cretion about It. It Is time to cease1 
talking of oqiifty unless when tho 
power of the court Is Invoked to re- 
lieve against some hardship, penalty 
or forfeiture, or to mitigate some se- 
verity of the law.
